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This decision concerns the May 28, 2003 petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(b). 
The petition is GRANTED. 

On February 5, 2002, a "Notice to File Missing Parts of Nonpro visional Application" was 
mailed, giving Applicant an extendable 2-month period for submitting an oath or declaration. No 
extension of time under 37 CFR 1 .136(a) was obtained, and the oath or declaration was not 
submitted on or before April 5, 2002.
